THE DUBLIN DRAMA LEAGUE. 


Last night, at the Abbey Theatre, the 
Dublin Drama League gave its first produc- 
tion of the 1923-4 season. This was ‘ The 
Kingdom of God,’’ by the Spanish dramatist, 
Martinez Sierra. There was a large and very 
appreciative audience. 

‘The Kingdom of God” is a play which 
asks a question, and at the end leaves one 
still wondering what the answer should have 
been. Signor Martinez seems to. have been 
content simply to state the facts of his case. 
The question is whether or no Sister Gracia 
did the best she could have done with her life. 
The play shows three episodes in the life of 
this sister of charity. e first when, at the 
age of 19,.she has only just entered the Order. 
She is well born, but has thrown ap her 
former life. At that time she is perfectly 
contented, very happy looking “after old men 
in an asylum, and full of hope for the future. 

The second episode shows her, at the age of 
29, in a maternity home. There she is less 
sure; the misery around her has told upon 
her. It is there, too, that she refuses an 
opportunity to leave the Sisterhood and 
marry. In the final scene she is an old woman 
of 70; she is now in charge of a poor orphan- 
age, and there she meets with further difficul- 
ties. The end of the play comes when she 
has just settled’ a disturbance in the 


o<poapeae. 

e play is very. cleverly «written ; it be! 
comes at times—particularly in the sécond act 
—terribly realistic. There are about forty 
characters in the play, and it must have been 
extremely difficult to produce. The greatest 
credit is due to Mr. Arthur Shields, the pro- 
ducer, for what was a fine production, 

Miss Crowe played the part of Sister 
Gracia. She had, at the end of the perform- 
ance, to take two “ curtains’’ by herself—and 
she deserved them. The other performers had 
smaller parts; the best of them were, perhaps, 
Mr. Barry Fitzgerald in the first act; Miss 
MacCormack, Miss Richards, and Mr. F. J. 
McCormick in the second; and Miss Delaney 
and Mr. Brereton Barry in the third. It was, 
however, altogether a good performance of a 
good play.

The Prime Minister 
is expected to make an important speech, 
in the course of which the domestic situa.

The Imperial Conference. 


In political circles there is much 
comment regarding the secrecy attending 
the discussions by the Imperial Con- 
ference since Lord Curzon made his specch 
on foreign affairs. It is now said that 
the reason for this secrecy is that some 
important negotiations are taking place, 
and that these have made it imperative 
that silence shall be preserved for a time. 


The Tyre Industry. 


The. Political Correspondent of the 
Sunday Times says that he understands 
that the Government proposes to come to 
the rescue of the tyre industry when 
Parliament meets by scheduling it under 
the Safeguarding of Industries Act.
